The Rev. Howard Wayne Smith of 
the Lower Merion Baptist Church 
conducted the services, both at the 
funeral parlor and at the grave. 

Smith, born in Germantown on 
March 6, 1874, was called to the post 
of Lower Merion's police superin- 
tendent in September, 1926. He suc- 
ceeded James L. Donaghy as superin- 
tendent, being recommended by Frank 
H. Sykes, of Cynwyd, with whom he 
had become friends during the Span- 
ish-American War, when both were 
company commanders. 

After the war, Smith entered the 
construction business in New York 
City, but returned shortly to his pre- 
war position with the Pennsylvania 
National Guard, where he became an 
officer. In the early part of the cen- 
tury he was called upon to aid in the 
formation of the Pennsylvania State 
Police, in which he occupied a post as 
captain of a troop for five years. 

In 1909 Smith became superinten- 
dent of a private police force for the 
Pressed Steel Car Company, to look 
after the company's property from 
Pittsburgh to Chicago. 

In November, 1895, he married the 
former Miss Margaret A. Figg. They 
have two daughters, Mrs. C. R. An- 
derson, of Harrisburg. and Mrs. R. A. 
Yogel, of Pittsburgh.
